HURRIED FROM HOTEL 


Only Partly Clad He Gave 
Overcoat to Woman in 
More Dire Necessity. 


MESSINA, Jan. 6.—Stuart K. Lupton, 
formerly of St. Louis, the American 
Vice-Consul, was in his room at the 
Hotel Vittoria when that building was 
demolished. His escape was marvelous. 
Wearing only his trousers and carrying 
his shoes and his overcoat in his’ hands. 
he groped his way along the quay, knee- 
deep in water, towards the American 


Consulate. 
On the way he met a woman and a 


man, both quite naked and instinctive- 


ly laid his overcoat over the shoulders 
of the woman. Clambering over the 
ruins of the Consulate, he became con- 
scious of the fact that his feet were 
bruised and bleeding. Then he won- 
dered why he had carried his shoes in 
his hands. He continued ina state of 
bewilderment until he! established him. 
self on a British ship in the harbor. 

Later he came. ashore and raised the 
American flag over the American Con- 
gulate, a damaged, but.one of the few 
buildings left ‘standing in the city. Then 
Mr. Lupton began his search for Amer- 
icans. All of them who haye not been 
heard from may be considered safe. 
Probably all are in the south of Sicily. 
Those who are known t6 havé suffered 
froth the earthquake, have been report- 
ed. The telegraph and telephone wires 
have been placed at the service of the 
Government and personal messages will 
be delayed ‘indefinitely. 

The correspondent found amid the 
ruins of the Hotel Vittoria the black- 
board with: the full list of the guests 
of the hotel clearly written upon it on 
the night of the disaster. It bore, be- 
sides the name of Mr. Lapton, only 
two other English names, those of Brit- 
ish subjects. 

The disaster was distinctly an Italian 
one except for the American, French, 
Turkish and Swedish consuls, the Brit- 
ish chaplain and a few German-sp ak- 
ing clerks.

Savings Bank was appointed receiver.

‘Mr. Sessinghaus is now going over the 
books of the St. Louis store. He said 
Tuesday that on a rough guess the lia- 
bilities of the 8t. Louis branch would 
be between $4500 and $5000; and the as- 
sets about $2000. He attributes the fail- 
ure to e-:vesgite running expenses com- 
pared to the income. 

Mr. Arnheim has been in the tailoring 
business for probably 40 years, and has 
been one, of the best known tailors in 
the country. He formerly maintained 
stores in Cincinnati and New York, but 
discontinued them.

The grand jury, in a special report 
‘Monday afternoon, said O'Reilly was re- 
sponsible for the “inhuman and unsanf- 
tary” conditions at the Workhouse, 
where Cells bullt for six men are made 
to contain 14, and where healthy men 
have to share these cramped quarters 
with consumptives, while 6 men sleep 
nightly on the granitoid floor. All this 
is for lack of a building authorized by 
an ordinance passed in September, on 
which no work has been done since Oc- 
tober. 

Ordinance Was Changed. | 

O’Reilly’s reply is that the ordinance 
for the work was so changed in the City 
Counselor's office that if did not author- 
ize him to hire skilled labor for the 
ferection of reinforced concrete walls 90 
feet high. 

“I will not be a party to doing that 
work with unskilled laborers,’’ he said. 
“Tt is too serious a matter. 

“The ordinance, as drawn up in my 
@ffice, authorized the employment of 
prisoners on a certain part of the work 
‘which could be ne by unskilled labor. 
If the ordinance had been left in that 
shape there would have been no trouble 
frcem the labor unions. 

“Now I will do nothing until the As- 
sembly passes the new ordinance, which 
will permit the employment of skilled 
labor.

Broken Promise No. 7.—Ordinance No. 
12,975 authorized the St. Louis Transfer 
Railway Co. to build its road over some five 
miles of public streets. and wharf. So lib- 
eral was the gift that only about one-fifteenth 
of the tracks were laid upon any other prop- 
erty. The road was owned by the Wiggins Fer- 
ry Co. and, with that, also became the prop- 
erty. of the Terminal Railway Co. in 1902 
Section. 2 of the ordinance provides that ‘‘said 
St. Louis Transfer Railroad Co. shall trans- 
fer and switch * * * cars at equal 
rates and its charges for switching * * #*# 
and the return for all emptied cars shall not 
exceed one dollar ($1) per car over any por- 
tion of the route between Arsenal street and 
the switches of the St. Louis Waterworks.”’ 
The ordinance was accepted by the company 
under that agreement and it gave a bond for 
$30,000 that it would “comply with all the 
requirements and conditions’’ of the  or- 
dinance. But the Terminal Railway disre- 
gards this requirement and unblushingly pub- 
lishes a tariff providing for a switching charge 
of $2 per car. 

These instances of bad faith, taken in connec- 
tion with those which have been noted heretofore, 
are of great interest at this time when the Ter- 
minal Association is asking for further conces- 
sions and in return therefor is proposing on its 
part to do certain things for the benefit’of the 
city. 

In dealing with a company which does not keep 
its promises it is hardly worth while to consider 
very seriously whether it agrees to do much or 
little. The first question to decide is whether it 
really intends to do anything at all.

Had the island of Sicily been swallowed up one 
hundred years ago, the disaster would not have 
been heard of in this country for weeks, and no 
one would have thought of offering assistance be- 
cause help which comes six months after such 
a calamity is no help at all. The isolation of 
& Lah tended to make them suspicious, and in- 
ternational sympathy was almost rudimentary, 
| English literature is full of allusions which show 
that foreigners were regarded as doubtful char- 
acters, ridiculous or hateful. And when evil be- 
fell thent little interest or sympathy was exrited 
even if the news ever traveled beyond Drovenemst 
boundaries. 

In 1909 within 24 hours of the Sicilian edrtt: 
quake every civilized government in the world 
cables sympathy to the Italian King, the fleets 
of the great powers are put in readiness to serve 
the unhappy victims and private subscriptions are 
started in the cities on the other side of the earth. 
The response comes quickly and is practically ef-

Make Europe Pay It, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Uncle Sam is ‘“‘hard up” and ig going to “raise 
the wind” by means of a tax of from 1 cent to 5 
cents a pound on ydurs and my breakfast coffee. 
This will bring in from $30,000,000 to $50,000,000 yearly. 
But why should you and I pay this sum or our part 
of it when we can make the man in Europe, who 
must have our raw cotton pay it? We export over 
four billion pounds of cotton each year and a tax 
of one cent a pound on each pound exported would 
net us 40 millions of dollars. A 5 cent a pound tax 
would bring’ in $200,000,000 and would pay for: the 
United States army and the United States navy, 
which would be proper, as were it not for the great 
armies and navies of Europe we would require none.
